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OF THE 
Late Dreadful FIRE, &c. 


[ was on the 5th of June 1731, 
about Six a-Clock in the Evening, 
that the Fire, of which Jam about 
to give an Account, broke out iti 
the Town of Tiverton in the County 
of Devon; firſt diſcovering itſelf at a Baker's 
Houſe near the Eaſt-end of the Town? And 
moſt of the Buildings thereabout being cove- 
red with Thatch, which through the extraor- 
dinary Drought of the Seaſon was apt ta take 
Fire from the ſmalleſt Sparks, the Flames in a 


few Minutes roſe to a great Height, and by 


Means of a brisk Northerly Wind fpread them-' 


telves with ſuch Fury, that ſeveral Houſes 
were inſtantly on Fire. 


The Fire-Engines being uſually kept i in the 


Church, at a confiderable Diſtance from the 


Place where the Fire began, it was ſome time 
before they could be brought thither and put 
A.

in order to do any Service, and through the 
Hurry and Confuſion which the People were 
in upon this Occaſion, one of the largeſt of 
them was brought without the Arms neceſſary 
for working it; and before the Perſons, who 
were ſent to fetch them, could return, the 


. Houſes on both Sides being in Flames, and a 


great Quantity of Thatch and lumber Goods 
taking Fire in the Middle of the Street, and 
burning with extreme Violence, the People 
were forced to fly off and leave their Engine, 


which though filled with Water was ſoon con- 


ſumed. Nor had they better Succeſs in other 
Parts of the Town, but the Fire ſpread itſelf 
into all Quarters, and put them into ſuch a ge- 
neral Conſternation, that they knew not where 
to apply their Endeavours; ſo that by this 
Means the Flames took their own Courſe for 
ſome Hours together, without -any conſidera- 
ble Reſiſtance; and being extended for more 


than a Quarter of a Mile in Length, and al. 
moſt as much in Breadth, near Three Hundred 


Dwellings, beſides Stables and other Out-Houſes, 
were burning all at once; from which diſmal 
State of Things nothing leſs could be expec- 
ted than the utter Ruin of this large and po- 


pulous Town. But when the Fire was ad- 


vanced on each Side to the Houſes of ſome 
conſiderable Merchants, which were high and 
ſtrongly built with Brick or Stone Walls, and 
covered with Slatt, they, with their Servants 
and Dependants, exerting all their Power a- 
gainſt it, and being relieved, as Occaſion re- 
quired, with a freſh Supply of Men, and the 
Wind ceaſing, by the Bleſſing of God upon 
their Endeavours, put a Stop to the Progreſs 
of it about Four a-Clock in the Morning. i 
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It is remarkable, that notwithſtanding the 


Fury of the Fire, and the Number of Houſes 
confumed, only one Perſon periſhed in the 
Flames. 


The ſame Day before Evening, ſome Per- 
ſons went from Place · to Place amidſt the 


Ruins, and took a Liſt of all the Houſes de- 


ſtroyed, with the Names of thoſe who had 
inhabited them, their reſpective Trades and 
| Profeſſions, and the Number of their Fami-

lies ſeverally ; by which it appeared, that 
Two Hundred and Ninety-eight Dwellings had 
been conſumed, and about Two Thouſand 
Perſons without any Home to go to. 

Soon after the News of this ſad Misfortune 
had reached our neighbouring City of Exeter, 
a Collection was propoſed, and encouraged, 
with ſuch an extraordinary Zeal for the Re- 
lief of our poor Sufferers, that the Sum of 
100 J. was raiſed, and brought over to us the 
next Tueſday Morning; and that in a ſhort 
Time afterwards was followed by ſeveral o- 
ther Sums, amounting in the Whole to 
3811. 105. 44, 

This being the firſt Inſtance of that Chriſti- 
an n and Generoſity which has ſince, 
in ſo many Places, and in ſo eminent a Man- 
ner appeared, towards our numerous Suf- 


ferers; and coming in ſo very ſeaſonably to 
: raiſe their deſponding Spirits, partly by the 


preſent Supply itſelf, and more by the Hopes it 


' reaſonably gave them, to expect other liberal 


Contributions from the opulent Towns and 
Cities in other parts of the Kingdom, deſerves 
a particular Acknowledgement ; nor can it ever 
be forgot, ſo long as any Senſe of Gratitude 
remains among them. | 
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The next Day, at a Meeting of the Corpo- 
ration, Clergy, and principal Inhabitants of the 


Town, which was held by the Mayor, to con- ; 


ſider of proper Meaſures to be taken for the 
Subſiſtence of the moſt neceſſitous Sufferers in 
their preſent diſtreſſed Condition, a Collec- 
tion being propoſed for their Relief, many 
Perſons of good Subſtance, though they had 
been conſiderable Loſers themſelves, — a 
Spirit of Charity, ſuperiour to their private 


Loſſes, and coming readily into the Propoſal, 


contributed very generouſly. towards it. At 
this Meeting Mr. Valter Broad, Merchant, 
was, by general Conſent, defired to receive all 
Charities for the Uſe: of the Sufferers, and 
keep an exact Account of the ſame. Publick 
Notice was ordered to be given for all Per- 
ſons to bring in a Particular of the Laſſes 
they had fuſtained 3 and it was agreed to meet 
twice every Week, in order to receive and ex- 
amine their Accounts. 

Some Agents from the Brief-Gatherers had 
already been here to offer their Propoſals for 


the Benefit of the Svfterers ; but it was judged 


more prudent in this extraordinary Caſe, to 
truſt to the free Benevolence of Chriſtian Peos 
ple, than to ſollicit their Charity in the ordie 
nary Way of Briefs. 


Within a few Days mauy . Be- | 


nefactions were received, ſome from private 
Hands, and others from publich Bodies. The 
King, after His Majeſty was informed of the 
terrible Affliction this unha ppy Town had been 
viſited with, was graciouſly pleaſed to order 
His Royal Bounty of 10001, (an Example 
truly worthy of a Chriſtian King, and a com- 
paſſionate Father of his People ) which was 
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preſently augmented with the magnificent Cha- 

rities of the Queen, and. Prince of Wales, and 

other Perſons of high Diſtinction in the Court. 

Collections were now making in the Cities of 
London, Weſtminſter, and Briftol, and other 

great Places, with ſuch an uncommon Flow of 

Generoſity towards the three ſuffering Towns 

of Blandford, Tiverton, and Ramſey, as, I be- 

lieve, was hardly ever equalled, much leſs ex- 

ceeded, in any Age or Nation whatſoever 3 and 

the Lord Biſhop of Exeter, having upon the 
firſt Application to him, very timely, and ear- 
neſtly recommended the Cafe of our Sufferers 
in a circular Letter to the Clergy of his Dioceſe 
in the Counties of Devon and Cornwall, and the 
Chapter ſeconding his Lordſhip's Recommen- 
dation, very liberal Contributions were raiſed, 
not only. in the Market Towns, but Country 
Pariſhes throughout theſe Feftern Parts of the 
Kingdom. Fo HW 

Whilſt Things were taking this favourable 
Turn in behalf of our indigent Sufferers, the 
Inhabitants laboured under another grievous 
Misfortune. For the Small-Pox, which had 
been in the Town for: ſome Time before, be- 
gan now to grow mare contagious amongſt 
the People, by their getting in Crouds into 
the Houſes of thoſe who, had eſcaped the Fire, 
(eight or ten Families, or more, being often 
thruſt together, and almoſt ſuffocated, within 
the compaſs of a ſingle Tenement) by which 
Means the Infection was communicated much 
faſter than atherwiſe..it would have been, and 
the Sick miſerably incommoded, through the 
want of convenient Room.

The Sufferers, Landlords, and Tenants, be- 


ing ſo very numerous, it required ſome Time, 
though all poſſible Expedition was uſed to com- 


pute their ſeveral Loſſes, ſo as to ſettle the A- 


mount of the whole to any tolerable Degree or 
Certainty. | 


The Houſes were valued according to the 


Rent they either were, or would have Lett for, 
before the Fire; Conlideration being had of 
the State and Condition the Buildings were in, 
the Loſs of Income to the Proprietors before 
they could be rebuilt, and the additional Ex- 
pence that was abſolutely neceſſary to make them 
barely Tenantable, without any Allowance for 
the Charge that might accrue in the rebuilding 
of them, either as to the Coſt lineſs of Materials, 
or any Improvement in Workmanſhip. 

The Loſs in Shop and Houſehold Goods was 
eſtimated from the Particulars delivered in by 
the Sufferers ; which being ſubjected to the Ex- 
amination of thoſe who were their Neighbours, 
met together in a large Company, and ſome or 
other of whom well knew their Dealings in the 
World, and what Stock they uſually had by 
them, no groſs Impoſition could paſs upon the 
Managers. But it ought to be obſerved, to the 


Praiſe of many of them, that they were ſo mo- 


deſt in their Accounts, that they were judged to 


come greatly Sort of their real Laſſes; and in 
ſome few Inſtances, where there was Reaſon to 


ſuſpect an Over-Charge, ſuitable Abatements 
were made, and their Proportions leſſened ac- 
cordingly, in the Diſtribution of the charitable 
Collections. 5 

The whole Loſs, in Goods, and Houfesg was 
computed, when the Account was drawn up, 
ſigned by the Truſtees, and ſent to the Lord 
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Mayor, and Court of Aldermen, in London, at 
560551. 45. 9 d. without including 22001, for 
Greenway's Alms-Houſe (which had nine aged 
People belonging to 1t,) and a large Market- 
Houſe, and Shambles, out of the Profits of 
which one Hundred and Fifty Poor weekly re- 
ceived Six-pence a piece ifi Loaves. But as 
this Loſs fell upon ſuch Perſons as had been 
deemed the moſt proper Objects of Charity, 
and who were now deprived of the Alms which 
they before received, and muſt continue to be 
ſo till the ſaid Places are rebuilt, and the 
Charge of rebuilding them defrayed ; this Sum, 
at which the Loſs was computed, might with 
good Reaſon be added to the former, and the 
whole ſet at 582557. 45. 9 d. and theſe poor 
Sufferers entitled to a Share 1n the Diſtribution 
of the Charities. 

After this Computation was ſettled, and re- 


turned to London, ſeveral other Loſſes were 


brought in by Perſons, who by Reaſon of their 
Abſence, ( ſome living remote before the Fire, 
and others having been obliged afterwards to 
ſeek for Shelter in diſtant Places, according as 
they had Friends, here and there in the Country, 
to ſuccour them in their deſtitute Condition) 
had not heard of the Notice that was given for 
the Sufferers to draw up Eſtimates of their 


Loſſes, ſo as to prepare them Time enough to 


have them inſerted in the forementioned Ac- 
count. And theſe Omiſhons when brought to- 
gether amounted to 7217. 105. 

On all the Houſes and Goods deſtroyed, no 
more than 1135/7, was injured, in any of the 
London or Briſtol Offices, many having truſted 
fo one of an inconſiderable Fund, erected in 


che 
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the Town, out of which there was very little 
(if any Thing) to be recovered. 

The Truſtees, for their more regular Proceed- 
ing in their Diſtribution of the Charities a- 
mongſt the Sufferers, divided them into four 
Claſſes, whieh were diſtinguiſhed from each o- 
ther, by prefixing*one of the four firſt Letters 


of the Alphabet to the Name of every Perſon, © 


with the Eſtimate of every Perſon's particular 
Loſs ſer againſt his Name. A, denoted ſuch as 
had Joſt A L I. B, ſuch as had loſt the BEST 
Part of their Effects. C, ſuch as had loſt Co x- 


SIDZRABLY, and might deſerve ſome Aſſiſt- 


ance, after thoſe of the two former Claſſes had 
been competently relieved. D, ſuch as neither 


wanted nor DEsI1RED, any Share in the Col- 


lections. 

After all the Cullen were reduced under 
one or other of theſe Claſſes, the Truſtees came 
to this previous Reſolution, which was entered 
in their Regiſter, 
then preſent, and is to this Effect, viz. 


That we will not, in making the Diſtributions to 


the Sufferers by the late dreadful Fires; pro- 


ceed by the Rule of ſemple Proportion, allowing % 


much in the Pound to all, whom we fall judge 
fir Objects of this Charity, but due Conſideration 
ſhall * had of the Circumſtances they are left in, 

and the State of their Families, and their Allow- 
ance ſhall be greater, or leſs, in proportion to their 
Neceſſities brought men ther by this Calamitous 
Accident. 

It was likewiſe Agreed: that Whoſoeuer ſbould 
receive any Monies for the Relief of the Sufferers, 
ſhould pay them into the Treaſurer, towards the 
common Stoch; and that uo one ſhould _ 

un 
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Sum or Sums, in private, at his own Diſcretion, 
without the Knowledge and Conſent of the reſt of 
the Truſtees ; but that every Thing ſhould be done 
in an open Manner, and at a publick Meeling, 


This was thought proper, not only for pre- 
venting Inequality, and Miſproportion in diſtri- 
buting the Charities, which a ſeparate Diſpoſal 
of them, by particular Hands, muſt needs have 
been hable to, - Where the Diſpoſers; neither 
conſulted; nor acted in concert with one ano- 
ther, but for the Keeping an Account with any 
tolerable Exactneſs of all the ſeveral Benefac- 
tions, as well as the Diſtribution of them; which 
by the Truſtees was judged highly neceſſary, 
both for their own Juſtification, and the Satiſ- 
faction of the Publick. 

The Sufferers being of ſeveral Denominations 
in Religion, ſome Jcalouſies at firſt were enter- 
tained, that this would occaſion Partiality to be 
uſed, in the Diſtribution of the Charities a- 
mongſt them; but theſe were in a good Mea- 
fure removed by the Truftees, declaring that 
however different the Sufferers might be in their 
religious Sentiments, yet as they ſhared the ſame 
common Afliction, an equal Regard ſhould be had 
to all of them without Diſtinftion, and that in 
making their reſpettive Allotments, one ſhould not 
hade More given him becauſe he was of this, or 
another, Leſs, becauſe he was of that Perſuaſion; 
and they have taken Care that their Proceed- 
ings ſhould be agreeable to their Declaration, 
- = feveral Dividends that have ſince been

To fix every Sufferer's Proportion in all theſe 
Dividends according to the Rule that the Truſ- 
tees had obliged themſelves, by the Reſolution 
they had made and regiſtered, to obſerve, was 
a work of more Trouble and Difficulty than 
may perhaps at firſt be imagined. For after 
a Perſon's Loſs had been computed, his re- 
maining Circumſtances was to be enquired into, 
and the State of his Family, particularly the 
Age and Number of his Children, and the Na- 
ture of his Buſineſs, (what would be neceſſary 
to enable him to carry it on again in a compe- 
tent way) was to be duly conſidered, before 
his Share in the Diſtributions could be adjuſted. 
To do this required, not only much Applica- 
tion, but Calmneſs and Temper in the Mana- 
gers, to conduct Things ſmoothly on, in an 
even and ſteady Courſe, ſo as not to run into 
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haſty and arbitrary Deciſions, in aſſigning any 
Sums to the Sufferers, or into Heats and Ani— 
moſities amongſt themſelves. 

But however, this being the only way, wher- 


by they could either ſatisfy their own Conſcien- 


ces, or Anſwer the Intentions of the generous 
Contributors, or do Juſtice to the poor Suf— 
ferers, they kept to their Reſolution before- 
mentioned, and have been ſo happy as to make 
their Diſtributions to the general Contentment of 
the People. I do not mean that every indivi- 
dual Sufferer expreſſed a full Satisfaction with 
what was appointed him, for I believe there 
was hardly ever any Sum of Money divided 


(though the Dividend was made according to 


the ftrifteſt Rules of Proportion) amongſt a 


Number of Expectants, where All, without 


Exception, were pleaſed with the Portion aſſigned 
them. But in general, our People are /o : And 


gratefully acknowledge that the Truſtees have 


ſpent much Time, and taken a great deal of 
Pains, in diſpenſing the Charities, ſent for their 
Relief in an equitable way. All the Contribu— 
tions that had been made for them being dil- 
tributed in the Method I have ſet down, with- 


out the leaſt Deduction or Abatement whatſoever, 


and with this only reſtrictive Condition, to thoſe, 
who were to build again, that they ſhould not 


cover their Houſes, or any of their Buildings 


with Thatch, as they had been before. 

Some Slips or Mifadjuſtments in ſo many 
Caſes, ſo various, and complicated, ſome ſmall 
Errours, and Deviations from the Rule propo- 
ſed, occaſioned either by want of fuller Infor- 
mation at that Time, or by ſome Diſpute, and 
Hurry that will now and then ariſe in the ſe- 
dateſt Company of Men met upon Affairs of 
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this Nature, were ſcarce poſſible to be avoided, 
but where any Thing of this kind had hap- 
pened at one Meeting, Care was taken, upon 
a Reconſideration, to have it rectified at the 
next; and in the whole, to bring all Things as 
near to the Rule of Equity as poſſibly could be 
done. 

To give an Account of every Perſon's par- 
ticular Loſs, his Circuniſtances remaining after- 
wards, the State of his Family, and Nature of _ 
his Buſineſs with the ſeveral Allotments made 
him in the Diftributians, would ſwell theſe Pa-

Theſe two Sums, which taken rogether, are 


more than a Third of the whole Loſs, being 
deducted, all the Contributions came in clear, 


inſomuch that the Larger Dividends amongſt the 
poorer

poorer Sufferers, and the firſt of theſe Divi- 
dends having been made within three or four 


Days after the Fire; and all the Reſt in a 


ſhort Time, one after another, within leſs than 
half a Year, brought ſuch Relief ro the moſt 
Neceſſitous, that it has preſerved them, and 
their Families, from being entirely ruined, and 
has enabled them, in ſome Degree, to keep on 
their Buſineſs, and to ſet about the Rebuilding 
of their Houſes, both which without theſe 
great, and early Supplies, would have been ab- 
ſolutely impoſſible. | 

The Preſervation of ſo many Families from 
a State of beggary, being altogether owing to 
that moſt ſignal Charity, which it has pleaſed 
God in his Compaſſion to the Afflictions of our 
miſerable Sufjerers, to inſpire the Hearts of 
Chriſtian People with; They would ſhew 
themſelves ungrateful both to God, and Man, 
ſhould they not in the firſt' Place give him 
the Glory. of all, and then make the moſt 
grateful Acknowledgement to their Benefactors 
of all Diſt inctions. It is therefore a Debt of 
Gratitude that the Names of all the charitable 
Contributors ſhould be publiſhed : And that 
the Truſtees, in behalf of the poorer Suffe- 
rers relieved, and kept from ſtarving through 
their Generoſity, ſhould return them Thanks 
for the ſame in the moſt publick Manner. 

J have taken ſome Care in drawing up 
the following Liſt, and hope there are but 
few Miſtakes, as to the Contributions, which 
have already been ſent in for the Sufferers; 
but as there are ſome, which, we hear, have 
already been made, but not yet remitted, 
and others that are ſtill making in ſeveral Parts 
of the Kingdom, it cannot be compleated * 
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all are brought in; and then whatſoever Omiſ- 


ſions, or Errours there may happen to be in 


it at preſent, the one ſhall be ſupplied, and 


the other corrected with the greateſt Exact- 


neſs: And when the Liſt is perfect, three ſeve- 
ral Copies of it will be taken, one to be kept 


amongſt the Records of the Town, a Second 

in the Library belonging to the Church, and 
a Third in the Free- School, that future Ages 
may ſee, what a Spirit of Charity exerted it-
